On April 12th we ran a state- 
the the 
American people have been deceiv- 
ed on the matters of oil shortage. 
This deception, for which our own 
State Dept. is largely responsible, 
has endeavored to convince the 
American people that our control 
of the oil of the Near East, even 
though it brings great risk of war, 
is justified. This deception con- 
tinues and increases by the hour. 
May we cite for you recent state- 
ments by authoritative spokesmen 
that reveal the nature of this de- 
ception. On Jan. 28, Ralph Hend- 
ershot, financial editor of the N.Y. 
World-Telegram, reported on the 
great oil deposits in Mexico as yet 
untouched,—the development of 
which are being neglected because 
available oil equipment is being 
shipped to the Near East—eight 
thousand miles away. On Feb. 4, 
Ralph K. Davis, former deputy 
Petroleum Administer for War, 
reported that the tidal oil lands 
that skirt our ocean shore lines 
contain “an enormous reserve of 
petroleum and that if conditions 
were made possible for it, in five 
years these fields could bring in a 
tremendous production.” On Sept. 
22, last year, Russell B. Brown, 
goneral council of the Independent 
Petroleum Association, issued a 
statement that the development of 
oil resources in this country had 
heen dangerously hampered by the 
“squeeze play” of a few big com- 
panies for draining the country 
of its oil equipment to promote 
Near East development. Stated 
Mr. Brown. “The open collabor- 
ation of a few large companies in 
their effort to obtain large re- 
sources outside our borders is 
dangerously weakening the domes- 
tie producer and refiner.” Mr. 
Brown said there is plenty of oil 
available in this hemisphere if we 
could go ofter it. On Jan. 19, Sec- 
retary of Defense Forrestal (ap- 
parently not realizing he was criss-

ROPAGANDA STRANGLES TRUTH. In Russia its grip is brutal, 

its grasp is vicious and death comes quickly. The hand of propa- 

ganda in America is softer, gentler,—but it doesn’t matter too much 

how death comes,—brutally and instantaneous,—or slowly, quietly with 

a semblance of gentleness—for the effect is the same. Truth dies. Chris- 

tian thinking is the only force that has been able to keep man’s sense 
of truth alive under the tightening grip of propaganda. 


X-Ray and Foreeast 
= RESTORED. One cause of World War II was the grow- 


ing power of the great German industrial cartels as they used 
Hitler and the Nazi movement for the military spearhead of their 
worldwide expansion. When the war was over, political leaders in Wash- 
ington swore that these great cartels must be smashed. The American 
military government in Germany even organized a de-cartelization 
branch to carry out the task. But, quietly behind the scenes, the whole 
process has been reversed during the last few weeks in Germany. 

The German industries that formed the giant cartels of the past 
are being restored in the name of German recovery, and some of the 
same industrial leaders who held the reins during the Nazi era, are 
being put back in places of direction. Many protests have been sounded 
by members of the de-cartelization units, but few of their protests are 
reaching the public. The propaganda build-up for this change of policy 
has been that Germany must be made strong again as a center of Euro- 
pean production. But,— couldn’t Germany be made strong if production 
were in the hands of wider ownership with a more democratic division 
of industrial control? The Russians have been accusing us for over two 
years of reviving German industry as a bulwark against the Soviet. It 
now seems that we are bent upon justifying their accusations. 

Thomas L. Stokes, special writer for the Scripps Howard papers, 
one of the few reporters who has dared to bring this situation to light, 
refers to the fact that at the outset we enrusted the handling of German 
business to American Army officers who were in private life officials in 
large financial and industrial corporations in America with close connec- 
tions with the German cartels. Some of them were from companies 
which actually had close tie-ups with the German cartels during the 
years before the war. These gentlemen in their American army uniforms 
neatly sabotaged the de-cartelization program and have now been able 
to accomplish its complete reversal! 


ERMAN INDUSTRIALISTS CLEARED. Two and a half years 
ago when the war ended, we forecast that the German industrial 
giants who financed Hitler and armed the German war machine would 
never be convicted of war guilt, — despite the propaganda waves at that 
time. The key German industrial institution for war-making for 130 
years has been Krupps. Their twelve directors who have been on trial 
for several months before the War Crimes Court were acquitted of war 
guilt on April 5 in Nuremburg over the protest of some of the American 
prosecutors. Gen. Telford Taylor was especially vehement in his pro- 
tests. The British and American Governments made a great pageant of 
the prosecution and hanging of the Hitler hirelings, Goering, Rosen- 
berg and the rest, but the real criminals, who financed Hitler and 
furnished him his war power, go free! . . . due largely to the pressure of 
their friends in America, heads of some of America’s great industries,

Whether you ure for or against 
Universal Military Training, you 
should be interested in the fact 
that, when the military interests 
of America are pushed, democracy 
is usually driven into the back- 
ground. Congressional committees 
have been conducting hearings on 
UMT in which supposedly the tes- 
timony of both those in favor and 
those in opposition was given a 
fair and democratic opportunity to 
influence congressional thought. 
But this committee, obviously se- 
lected because of its friendly at- 
titude toward militarism, carried 
out its task with very little democ- 
racy in evidence. Here’s a list of 
observations made by the Friends 
Committee on National Legisla- 
tion: 

1. The Senate Armed Services 
Committee’s basic strategy was io 
schedule at least one big-name pro- 
ponent of Universal Military 
Training and Selective Service on 
each day of hearings. This blan- 
keted the opposition witnesses and 
gave the major press and radio 
coverage to the proponents. 

2. On March 22, before a single 
opposition witness iad been neard, 
Senator Gurney (the chairman) 
told the press that 10 of the Com- 
mittee’s 13 members, in his opin- 
ion, were convinced of the abso- 
lute necessity for both UMT and 
SS. 

3. Individual pro-UMT  wit- 
nesses were generally allowed more 
time to testify than the opposition 
witnesses. Further, by holding 
hearings morning and afternoon— 
and by calling up as many as 15 
witnesses a day—major opposition 
groups were placed in the position 
of testifying at the end of the day 
to only one or two Committee 
members, with the press and gen- 
eral attendance largely dissipated. 
About 90 witnesses altogether tes- 
tified in the twelve days of hear- 
ings. 

4. In the rush to finish hearings

by April 3, the Committee peremp- 
torily cancelled a number of invi- 
tations previously issued to oppo- 
sition groups. Other opposition 
witnesses were scheduled and re- 
scheduled as many as three times 
before being heard. 


5. Committee attitude toward 
witnesses was noticeably varied. 
Proponei ‘s of UMT and SS were 
cordially greeted or complimented 
on their statements; opponents got 
a cool reception. 

Opponents of UMT cited the 
fact that the Army is turning 
down volunteers and ineffectively 
using its present reserves, as out- 
lined in Colliers’ Magazine of 
April 10. . 

Moreover, in the UMT bills be- 
fore both the House and the Sen- 
ate there is a trick clause, typical 
of the military method of gaining 
control over civilian affairs, which 
reveals the threat to civil liberties 
in current effort to militarize 
America. This item is the “code 
of conduct” which in the Senate 
measure states that anyone “who 
knowingly conceals, aids or abets 
another to refuse or evade regis- 
tration, induction or training or 
any of the requirements . . . or 

. Tules or regulations,” or any 
person “who shall knowingly hin- 
der or interfere or attempt to do 
so in any way with the adminis- 
tration . . . or the rules or regu- 
lations . . . ” of UMT shall be 
liable to imprisonment for five 
years or a fine of $10,000 or both. 
By not stating clearly what con- 
stitutes the code of conduct or 
rules and .regulations, and what 
would constitute “hindering” the 
UMT program, the law places in 
the hands of the military them- 
selves extreme power to suppress, 
as they see fit, free speech and 
action of any Americans, once the 
UMT bill may be passed. Is that 
the kind of America we are being 
led into? It’s the kind of America 
the military want, for they put it 
down in black and white in con- 
gressional records. 


STRATEGY. Christian lay ob- 
servers in Washington have also 
been impressed with the strategy 
of the military leaders in their ef- 
forts to tie up the Marshall plan 
with conscription at home and 
huge military shipments and mili- 
tary alliances abroad—a _ three 
way package that makes a sham 
of the Marshall plan ag it has been 
sold to the public and brings us 
much nearer war. There have been 
moments when efforts were made 
to almost stampede Congress dur- 
ing the past few weeks by tying 
such legislation together into one 
mighty sweep “to put the fear of 
God in Moscow.” Although the

who for years have been close collaborators of the German industrial 
giants. Naturally this news was either suppressed or buried in the back 
pages of the American press. There is perhaps no more tragic travesty 
in our generation, no greater dishonor to the white crosses that stand 
by the thousands in American military cemeteries, than this despicable 
miscarriage of justice. 


With all the talk about peace and the organization of the UN 
and the other diplomatic efforts, we will never get to the root of the 
matter until we make those who profit most out of war share in its 
guilt and degradation.

NOTHER REVERSAL of official policy is quietly taking place 

in our relationship to Franco and his totalitarian government. As 
every informed person knows, piles of documents are in the hands of 
the UN proving Franco’s dictatorship, the absolute totalitarian nature 
of his regime,—and the fact that thousands are in prison without trial, 
that other thousands have been shot without trial, and that all religions 
other than Roman Catholicism are subject to continuous and brutal 
persecution. Yet because of the requirements of military strategy ,we 
are reversing our policy toward Franco in order to have Spain as a 
military base against Russia. Any criminal charge we make against the 
Russians ean be duplicated against Franco’s regime. And yet Franco 


is to become “our dear and beloved ally!” Such is the nature of war. 





‘HE DEFEAT of the Communists in Italy, as heartening and en- 
couraging as it is, was considerably exaggerated in the American 
press and radio. The average commentator ignored the fact that the left 
wing forces still control one third of Italy’s vote. And that third is _lo- 
eated in the most highly organized powerful groups of the nation, the 
organized workers and the peasants. Correspondents in Rome are re- 
porting to their editors that the vote was not so much against commu- 
nism as it was for American dollars. C. L. Sulzberger radioed the N. Y. 
Times that unless major reforms are immediately instituted in Italy 
grave danger will still exist. The Christian democratic party, tightly 
bound to the Catholic hierarchy, is now in a powerful position, according 
to Mr. Sulzberger, and it must use its power quickly to bring about much 
needed reforms, or as soon as American money has been spent, the crisis 
of communism will revive on a larger scale than ever. 


But will these reforms come? The land reform is paramount but 
most of the huge estates, with thousands of acres belonging to single 
families, are owned by papal counts or other aristocrats who stand in 
high positions in the Vatican councils. That the Pope is aware of this 
continued danger is evidenced by his statement of April 22nd urging 
speedy reforms of Italy’s economic system. But was the Pope’s state- 
ment just for propaganda’s sake, or will he really use his influence as 
a force against the rich land-owners and industrial leaders who furnish 
the Vatican its most important economic and political support in Italy? 
Labor must likewise be given assurance of higher wages, and a greater 
share of industrial profits. 


It must also be remembered that nearly all of Italy’s big land- 
owners and industrial tycoons who stand close to the Pope were ardent 
supporters of Mussolini. They are also deeply embedded in the forces 
that American support has backed. The Italian people voted to keep the 
Communists out and to keep American dollars coming, but all signs 
point to the fact that unless reformations take place, the victory will be 
short lived. 


ELIGION IN ITALY. The new constitution in Italy, which is a 
part of the newly endorsed government, supposedly guarantees 
freedom of worship. But Anthony Caliandro, vice chairman of the 
American Committee for Religious Freedom in Italy, reports in the 
Episcopal Churchman of April 1, that the teaching of Roman Catholic 
doctrines in all the schools in Italy is compulsory and no other religion 
is allowed to be taught.—and that Roman Catholicism is the Italian 
state religion with no other faith having any legal rights before the 
state. The state also pays the salaries of Roman Catholic clergy and 
affords them full clerical immunity before the law, favors denied all 
Protestants. It is this immunity, incidentally ,that the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy claims for all its ecclesiastics everywhere in the world,—that 
whatever they do shall be above the law. Catholic ecclesiastics “shall 
not be subject to any impediment, investigation or molestation on the 

part of the Italian authorities.”

Marshall plan was finally enacted 
separately, the pressure for mili- 
tary alliances with western Eur- 
opean countries continues, and the 
push is still on for every possible 
Marshall plan dollar to be put 
into arms shipments. 


MORE MILITARISTS IN 
GOVERNMENT. The average 
American citizen does not realize 
the extent to which his government 
has already become completely 
military. We have a civilian presi- 
dent, but the people who know 
Washington realize that Admiral 
Leahy is the chief counselor be- 
hind the president. Leahy is 
charged as an “ultra-militarist” 
and, while skillfully keeping his 
name out of thé papers and disas- 
sociated from Truman’s acts and 
words, the Admiral’s influence is 
directly credited with much of the 
extreme militaristic attitude of 
America’s recent pronouncements. 
We have recently listed various 
military men in key positions in 
our government in Washington as 
well as in foreign posts. (Between 
The Lines, March 8, 748, and April 
12, °48). In addition to Gen. Mar- 
shall as Secretary of State, here 
are some others in vital spots: 
Gen. Charles Saltzman, Assistant 
Secretary in charge of occupied 
countries; Gen. Marshall Carter, 
who handles all of Secretary Mar- 
shall’s appointments; Col, Dean 
Rusk, director of the office of 
United Nations affairs; Col. W. W. 
Chapman, Jr., office of adminis- 
tration; Col. Carl Hummelsine, 
Marshall’s secretariat ; Major 
Floyd W. McCoy, chief of person- 
nel division. Then the following 
military men have been appointed 
to high ranking embassies: Gen. 
Albert C. Wedemeyer, special en- 
voy to China; Admiral Allen Kirk, 
ambassador to Belgium; Gen. 
Bedell Smith, ambassador to Rus- 
sia. 

These are some of the reasons 
why the world today is increasing- 
ly considering America as succes- 
sor to Germany as a militarized 
nation. Military men have been 
trained to make war,—they have 
never been successful in making 
peace. The task of diplomacy is 
to build peace,—there has been no 
period of greater failure in Ameri- 
ca’s diplomatic history than the 
last year when every move and 
word officially uttered seems to 
lead us closer to the brink of war. 
When will our peace makers be 
given a chance? In both civilian 
and university circles of America 
there are hundreds of men of tow- 
ering character and achievement 
who do not know how to make war 
but are skilled at peaceful negoti- 
ations, international understand-

ing and human affairs. Why aren’t 
we using them? 


AVC POLICIES. When the 
pro-war, pro-military, anti-pro- 
gressive American Legion comes 
out with a statement, it gets head- 
lines. When the American Veter- 
ans Committee, the largest veter- 
ans organization since World War 
II, comes out with statements op- 
posing UMT, segregation of 
Negroes in Army and Navy, and 
other progressive measures, its 
statements are suppressed. Said 
the AVC in a recent statement, 
“We believe that the revival of 
Selective Service might not be 
necessary if the Army would take 
certain steps which they have fail- 
ed to take so far and which we 
believe would result in an increas- 
ed enlistment .... These steps 
include: 1. Negro enlistment; 2. 
implementation of the Doolittle 
recomendation for improvement 
of the court-martial system; 3. re- 
turn to war-time standards as to 
eligible scores on the Army’s gen- 
eral classification tests; 4. immed- 
iate action to change the Army’s 
policy of segregation in line with 
the President’s civil rights report. 


THE MILITARY CLIQUE in 
Washington is also laying plans 
for a drive to recapture the control 
of the atomic bomb and atomic 
energy. After the bombs were 
dropped on Japanese cities, Amer- 
ican nuclear scientists were largely 
responsible for the atomic power 
being placed in the hands of an 
all-civilian committee. Army lead- 
ers are now marshalling their 
forces to promote a widespread 
propaganda campaign to take the 
atom out of the hands of the non- 
military civic leaders and once 
more make it a military monopoly.

OPE PIUS XII has asked the world to forgive the German people. 
“We are afraid history’s judgement . . . will be a harsh one,” he 
said, referring to the world’s continued punitive attitude against the 
German people. Christiandom should be grateful to the Pope for this 
courageous pronouncement of forgiveness which has been so seldom 
heard in Protestant pulpits. 


‘HE ATOMIC SCIENTISTS proclaim that a world state must be 
swiftly organized to prevent disaster. Six of the world’s leading 
atomic scientists, headed by Dr. Albert Einstein and meeting recently 
at Princeton University, made a survey of the political, military and 
scientific conditions over the world and announced that educators, clergy 
and civic leaders everywhere must immediafely begin strenuous efforts 
to awaken the people of America to the necessity for the rapid establish- 
ment of a world government. Any kind of a world government, acceptable 
to the peaple everywhere, could end the present insane drift towards war. 
This statement was no doubt inspired by the recent abandonment in 
the UN of all efforts to outlaw the atomic bomb or to make international 
agreements to control them. Such men as Harold C. Urey, University 
of Chicago, one of the biggest men in atomic development, Dr. Harri- 
son Brown, nuclear chemist, University of Chicago, Dr. H. J. Muller, 
Nobel prize winner in genetics, and Dr. Frederick Setiz, physicist at 
Carnegie Institute, were among the group of distinguished men who 
know what is being done in the way of scientific weapons and who de- 
clare that unless there can be a willingness to surrender national sov- 
erignty to some worldwide organization, destruction of civilization is 
inevitable. They referred to the fact that the United Nations had ac-

crossing the State Dept.’s policy 
of supporting the’ development of 
foreign oil to the exclusion of 
resources in this hemisphere) urged 
the development of Alaska as an- 
other source for great oil produc- 
tion. The defense secretary said 
the discovery and development of 
known large crude pools in Alaska 
“could have a heavy impact on the 
efforts to balance the availability 
of petroleum with requirements in 
the event of war”. 


SYNTHETIC OIL. And then 
of course there is the huge synthet- 
ic program, the conversion of 
America’s endless store of coal and 
shale into petroleum by well-known 
industrial methods. A revealing 
thing is that the same oil corpora- 
tion spokesmen, who make the big- 
gest fuss over oil shortages here, 
are using all opportunities to sabo- 
tage the development of the great 
synthetic program. For example, 
on April 19 Dr. Gustave Egloff, 
oil chemist for large corporations, 
issued statements criticizing gov- 
ernment efforts to develop syn- 
thetic oil as too impractical, too 
expensive, etc., ete. 


OIL FROM ATOMS! In the 
American Magazine recently, Rob- 
ert M. Hutchins, of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago and spokesman 
for the atomic scientists, stated 
that we are on the verge of “lo- 
cating new and untapped stores 
of oil . . . radio active isotopes 
will be employed . . . and not only 
to locate them but to measure their 
extent and volume . . . thus the 
greatest gamble of the petroleum 
industry is eliminated ... in other 
words it is now possible to find all 
the oil’needed for centuries ahead.” 
But, continues Mr. Hutchins, there 
will soon be no necessity for oil 
at all... We already have known 
reserves of oil for hundreds of 
years if we develop them properly. 
“But even if we were to find, tap 
and pump out all the oil in the 
world and pour it into the sea, 
we could still produce, with the aid 
of atomic energy, more oil than 
we could possibly utilize. 

“This is possible because of sub- 
stances called a catalyst ... If we 
find it necessary or desirable to 
make oil from coal, the means are 
in our hands. The process is sim- 
ple and relatively inexpensive. 
And we have enough coal in the 
U.S. alone to meet all the demands 
of the world, both for coal and for 
oil, for the next 3000 years. 

“These are not dreams. These 
are simple truths.” These are 
statements of one of the world’s 
great educators and spokesman 
for the leading nuclear scientists, 
—read them over against the con- 
stant drumming of propaganda

that we must risk war with Russia 
to secure the grasp of oil reserves 
at Russia’s doorstep—but thou- 
sands of miles away from us. 

OIL AND PALESTINE. To 
give you an idea of what’s been 
behind some of our statements 
about how the oil companies have 
influenced our foreign policy and 
dominated our State Dept.’s action 
—the United Press released a re- 
port on Feb. 12 which we watch- 
ed for in vain in the papers over 
America. This report stated that 
American oil interests were en- 
deavoring to push a re-negotiation 
of the Palestine partition pro- 
gram,—and indicated that the oil 
companies’ objective had been 
made clear to the U. S. Govern- 
ment and that the President’s in- 
sistance on partition was jeopar- 
dizing American oil interests in 
the Near East. About four weeks 
later the President reversed his 
stand on partition! 


The Moving Spotlight 


Remember the big row with Pe- 
trillo’s musicians’ union over the 
royalties to be paid on records and 

ranseriptions? The musicians’ 

union has announced: that they 
spent $1,440,700 of this fund last 
year in over ten thousand free per- 
formances in veterans hospitals, 
at teen age dances to prevent juv- 
enile delinquency, and on public 
concerts. This year they are plan- 
ning to spend $1,736,721 to pro- 
vide a similar program. 

Did the corporations who for- 
merly absorbed all these royalty 
pennies put on any free concerts? 
But the Taft-Hartley act to free 
labor terminated this royalty 
agreement last Sept. 31st. 


THE SOUTH CAROLINA 
PLAN to keep Negroes from 
voting in the Democratic primary 
by declaring the party a “private 
club” was dealt a death blow by 
the Supreme Court recently. 
Southerners from all states were 
watching this decision which will 
have wide repercussions. Many 
southern political leaders are at 
their wit’s end to devise new legal 
“dodges” to prevent responsible 
qualified Negroes from voting 
while thousands of Christian lay- 
men in the South quietly work 
for the day when any responsible 
citizen may have the rigiit to dem- 
ocratic privileges. 

RACE RELATIONS made an- 
other advance when the Virginia 
Council of Churches pronnneced 
itself in favor of equal ovportuni- 
ties for Negroes in voting, employ- 
ment, education, military service, 
hospital and welfare benefits, pub- 
lic health, on jury panels, police 
forces and educational organiza-

complished no such surrender of soverignty on the part of participating 
nations—yet this surrender of soverignty is imperative and primary. 
The matter of Russia’s acceptance of such a world government is not 
considered of first importance, because if the Soviet should stay out 
they would be completely isolated in the midst of a world organized for 
mutual strength and resistance against destructive forces. 


Behind this is the fact, little realized by the public, ignored by 
the politicians and seldom mentioned by the diplomats, that there is 
absolutely no secret left in the atomic bomb, as far as any major nation 
is concerned. All elements of this great missile are now known to the 
scientists of every country. Robert M. Hutchins, chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, gave full evidence of this startling fact in his recent 
article in the American Magazine, as referred to in another column. 
A STRUGGLE which seldom reaches the voter’s eye is surging 

through the presidential campaign. The old guard of the Repub- 
lican party, closely linked to America’s financial and industrial giants, 
months ago withdrew even their tentative support from Harold Stassen. 
Taft and Dewey were their best candidate prospects until Sen. Taft be- 
gan to jump the traces on Universal Military Training, a program 
ardently supported by America’s largest industrial interests. Also Taft’s 
housing program was a little too far from center for Wall St. bankers 
These great financial forces do not feel too sure of Sen. Vandenberg, 


for his policy on labor, housing and other social moves has been at times 
too progressive for stand-pat reactionaries. 


3ut Stassen has ably organized the support of middle-western 
progressive capitalists who, though having many connections with Wall 
St., are beginning to break with big business’ blind refusal to move 
forward. As we have reported in other instances, middle-western banks 
are often waging economic warfare against the eastern financial giants. 
Some of these wealthy industrial leaders of the West have broken with 
the old guard Wall St. Republican ring and are backing Stassen,—to 
the consternation of old line inner Republican circles. On the gther 
hand, many of the small time hirelings of giant eastern industrial cor- 
porations, who are scattered over the country strategically, are carrying 
on a counter campaign to smear Stassen as socialistic .. . For many 
of the same reasons, Paul Hoffman, Eric Johnston, Cyrus Eaton and 
other outstanding American business men, who are Christian progres- 
sives and believe in an ever-widening democratic pattern for the Ameri- 
can people with higher wages and increasingly higher standard of living 
for all, are also sometimes under fire in business circles for their liberal 
viewpoints. 


| Sepsis ACHIEVEMENT. Contrary to all forecasts of apologists 
for imperialism, India continues to achieve a peaceful revolution. 
Gandhi used to say that “when the British leave we will have peace.” 
The ordinary news channels have been silent on the fact that soon after 
the last British troops left, quiet came over the land. True enough, Gan- 
dhi died about this time, and no doubt the enormous impact of his as- 
sasination and the meaning of his life has wrought one of the greatest 
miracles in the history of man. When the bands of imperial control first 
began to break, violence swept India as if the foreign imposed peace had 
been an unnatural off-balanced structure that reverted painfully to its 
normal forms when these controls were removed. But apparently, now 
the adjustment has been made and through a series of agreements too 
numerous to mention here, the huge sub-continent has settled down to 
a remarkable and peaceful progress. 


HE UNITED NATIONS TUG OF WAR is not confined to the 
veto. England and America on one hand and Russia on the other 
are still playing the game of lining up satellites against each other 
in the UN council. The U. S. and Britain have been plugging to have 
Italy and Trans Jordan admitted to the UN over Russia’s opposition,— 
with the Soviet countering by pushing the admission of Albania, Bul- 
garia and other countries under the Russian influence. The contest 
over the veto and the effort to “stack the votes” on the part of the 
British-American bloc and the Soviet bloc continue to leave the United 
Nations in a state of helplessness.

tions. All Southerners did not 
condemn Truman for his civi! 
rights statements. Students of 
many southern universities have 
voted recently that Negro students 
be accepted—in opposition to rul- 
ings by their elders that Nezroes 
should not be permitted tc attend 
state universities. Oklahoma Uni- 
versity students have so voted; 
newspapers at Emory University 
(Atlanta) and Georgia University 
have come out for admission of 
qualified Negros. A Negro farm 
agent for North Carolina’s largest 
rural county reports Negro iarm 
ownership and 4-H membership 
tripled since 1940. 


NATIONALIZATION OF IN- 
DUSTRY in England has taken 
another step towards fulfillment 
of Laborite claims. Electric pow- 
er passed into Government hands 
the first week of April, though re- 
ports of the change were almost 
entirely suppressed in this country. 
This is the sixth industry to be 
nationalized since the Labor Gov- 
ernment came into power. Under 
the nationalization power, the Gov- 
ernment acquires all generating 
stations and distributing systems 
employing over 100,000 workers. 
The former stockholders are given 
their full value in gilt edged Gov- 
ernment bonds. 


TWO PROMINENT WORLD 
SCHOLARS recently charged 
America with ridiculous hysteria. 
Dr. Rene Sand, Professor of So- 
cial Medicine at the University 
of Brussels, arrived in this coun- 
try recently to attend the Interna- 
tional Conference of Social Work, 
of which he is president. He stated 
that the U. S. exaggerates the real 
danger of Russia and. interprets 
all incidents in the worst possible 
way, adding that this attitude 
promotes disunity throughout the 
world and could lead to war. The 
countries of western Europe are 
aware that Russia could invade 
them at any time, said Dr. Sand, 
who was taken hostage by the Ger- 
mans and held prisoner for ten 
months, but they are not guilty 
of the war-promoting hysteria that 
prevails in this country. 

Dr. Harlow Shapley, director of 
the Harvard University observa- 
tory, recently charged that hys- 
teria and twisted half-truths aid 
the adaption of persecution tec)- 
niques was destroying the real 
freedom of American spirit aud 
conscience. Said Dr. Shapley, 
“This country has been good to 
my family. I have been a citizen 
with a little help from my ancer- , 
tors, for 300 years. I have a sense 
of obligation to defend American 
principles and constitutional poli- 
cies even against what sonietime: 
goes on in the halls of Congress.”
